EYE WITNESSES HEARD 





Madison Square Garden At- 
taches Say Prisoner Ap- 
peared Rational. 





NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—Both sides rest- 
ed this afternoon in the seconé trial of 
Harry Thaw for the murder of Stanford 
White and the case will go to the jury 
tomorrow. District Attorney Jercme an- 
nounced at 5 p. m. that he had no more 
witnesses in rebuttal after the testimony 
given at the former trial by Abraham 
Hummel had been read to the jury un- 
der an agreement which also admitted 
Thaw's will into evidence. 

The summing up tomorrow will be 
brief, it is stated by the attorneys, and 
the jury should have the case by even- 
ing. 

- Eye Witnesses Called. 

The State began the rebuttal by call- 
ing several eyewitnesses to the tragedy, 
who declared Thaw’ conduct impressed 
them as rational. 

One of the witnesses was Warner Pax- 
gon, engineer of Madison Square Gar- 
den. He said that just before the kill- 
ing of Stanford White, cne of the per- 
formers on the stage made a remark 
about challenging somebody to a duel. 

“Was the performer who passed the 
remark Harry Hudson?” asked Assist- 
ant District Attorney Garvan. 

‘l don’t know. Harry Thaw’s shots 
followed the remark so quickly I 
thought at first they were a part of the 
play.’’ 

Dr. Francis McGuire, the Tombs pris- 
on physician, was called by Mr. Jerome 
to testify as to Thaw’s conduct in jail, 
but his testimony was barred when Mr. 
Littleton raised the objection as to pro- 
fessional privilege between physician 
and patient. 

Abraham Snydecker, a former employe 
of Howe & Hummel, who testified last 
year that he witnessed Evelyn Nesbit’s 
signature to the affidavit which charged 
Harry Thaw with cruelties, next vas 
called. The affidavit was signed by 
Kvelyn Nesbit in the Madison Square 
tower when she was in company with 
Stanford White. Snydecker’s testimony 
Was objected to, but was allowed. When 
Shown the photographic copy of the sig- 
nature, however, the witness said he 
could not positively identify it, although 
he recognized his own signature under- 
neath that of the Nesbit girl. Snydeck- 
er swore that the contents of the docu- 
ment were true. 


Jerome Calis ©’Mara. 
Snydecker was confronted with his 


testimony of last year and ex plained 
several discrepancies by saying he re 
membered the events more clearly this 
time. 

Mr. Jerome here sprang a surprise by 
calling Roger O'Mara, formerly Chief 
of Detectives of Pittsburg. O'Mara has 
been a prominent figure in the Thaw 
defense work. Mr. Jerome asked him if 
he had been connected with the Pitts- 
burg detective force and on receiving an 
affirmative reply, said: 

“That's all.’’ 

Mr. Littleton caused.a smile by saving 
he could not think of any questions to 
ask the witness. 

“With the exception of the testimony 
of Mr. Hummel this is all the evidence 
the State will have to offer,”’ said Mr. 
Jerome. 

it has been rumored for some time 
that the District Attorney would not call 
any insanity experts on rebuttal, and 
this statement confirmed it. It was re- 
ported that the prosecutor would con- 
tend, in his summing up to the jury, 
that no competent case of mental irre- 
sponsibility, under the law, had been 
made out by the defe. -. 


Hummel’s Testimony Read. 

After a conference it was agreed that 
Hummel's testimony at the last trial 
should be read to the jury and that the 
Thaw will also will be read. Hummel 
is now confined in the Blackwell’s Is- 
Jand Penitentiary on a charge of subor- 
nation of perjury. He was too ill to ap- 
pear in court and it was at first proposed 
that the court should go with the de- 
fendant to the island to take his testi- 


mony.

man, witness said. Hamlin died on the 
night of the eighteenth. Before his 
death he admitted that he intended to 
have killed the guard in making his 
escape if necessary to do so, and also 
stated that he had no one to blame for 
his death but himself, added Mr. 
Rogers. 

Mrs. Hamlin was not present at the 
hearing yesterday, but was represented 
by Attorney Gilmer. The lawyer main- 
tains that young Hamlin, deprived of 
food until he was on the verge of starv- 
ation, was hung up by his thumbs, in- 
stead of by his wrists. He says civil 
and criminal suits will follow the hear- 
ing. 

Young Hamlin died in the Referma- 
tory hospital on Jan. 18, after an oper- 
ation had been performed. A part of 
the spine, injured, as the. guards ex- 
plain, by the boy’s plunge to the cement 
floor, was removed by the surgeons. 
After the patient died rumors of shock- 
ing maltreatment were circulated, and 
Superintendent M. M. Mallary, whose 
statement was published in Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch,. called on the Board of 
Managers to investigate them. The 
members of the board—the Rev. Bishop 
Fallows of Chicago, F. Sterling of 
Rockford, Charles A. Purdunn of Mar- 
shali, and Garrett D. F. Kinney of 
Peorila—convened here yesterday and 
began the investigation. 

Drs. Marshall and Sieouller of Pontiac 
were the first witnesses called. They 
testified that they performed the oper- 
ation which preceded young Hamlin’s 
death. They said everything pogsible 
was done to relieve the patient, and 
said that, in their opinion, the operation 
was necessary. They testified that 
pneumonia set in - few days after the 
operation and was the direct cause of 
death. 

By resolution the Legislative Investi- 
gating Committee appointed by the Illi- 
nois Legislature was today specially di- 
rected to investigate the conditions sur- 
rounding the recent death of William 
Hiamlin of Quincy at the State Reform- 
atory at Pontiac. The resolution was 
introduced by Representative Hearn of 
Quincy and adopted unanimously. 

Charges Deneen Knew It. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 28.—Gov. Deneen 
knew all along of the alleged atrocities 
in Illinois asylums, and was kept fully 
informed of the circumstances under 
which, it is charged, helpless insane 
men, women and children had gone to 
premature and avoidable death, accord- 
ing to Dr. Emil G. Hirsch of the 
State Board of Charities.

Found Neck Was Broken. 


When taken to the hospital it we-s 
learned that his neck was broken, al- 
though the guards knew nothing of it. 
The superintendent was then called, and 
after a consultation, it was decided to 
have an operation performed. Dr. Da- 
vid W. Graham of Chicago performed 
the operation, assisted by Dr. Marshall 
and two other Pontiac surgeons. The 
injured part of the spine was removed. 
This operation was not performed until 
the consent of the boy himself had been 
obtained, the witness said, as well as 
that of his mother.

The accusation will be based on evi- 
dence which the Countess’ attorneys will 
introduce in an effort to show that the 
Earl eloped with an actress to Scotland 
a decade ago and exchanged declara- 
tions with her before twv witnesses 
that they were husband and wife—a legal 
marriage, according to the Scotch law. 

Case Hard to Prove. 

The ‘‘ceremony” is said by the Coun- 
tess’ advisers to have been followed by 
a separation by mutual consent, but 
without a divorce. It will be asserted 
that the woman received a sum of 
money to make the separation perma- 
nent, took up her residence in Paris and 
died there some time ago. 

It is said that detectives employed by 
the Countess’ lawyers have gathered an 
immense volume of evidence concerning 
this alleged incident, but just how pos- 
itive this testimony is cannot be definite- 
ly told now. The general opinion is that 
sufficient precautions were taken to hush 
the matter up to make it extremely dif- 
ficult to find proof of the reported mar- 
riage at this late day. The actress’ 
death also adds to the difficulties of 
the situation.

‘WOOD ALCOHOL MAKES YOUTH 
FIGHT WITH CORNSTALKS 


Refused in Army and Navy, Young 
Man Drinks Poison and Dies 


in Jail, Insane. 

MOUNT CARMEL, IIL, Jan. 28.—With 
his imaginary army spread out around 
him in battle array, Peter Byerly, 18 
years old, son of John Byerly, con- 
quered an invading horde of cornstalks. 
When his father, who had sought him 
for some time, discovered the boy, he 
was leading his ‘faithful followers” and 
mowing down the opposing army. 

He could not be made to understand 
that his father was not one of the ene- 
my and as he did not display a flag of 
truce, the youth did not cease hostilities 
until the father was reinforced by the 
Sheriff and a deputy. 

The boy was then taken to the Coun- 
ty Jail, where a partly emptied bottle 
of wood alcohol was found in his coat 
pocket. He died without regaining his 
senses after 24 hours of intense suffer- 
ing. 

The boy had several times tried to 
enlist in the army and the navy, but 
had been refused. This is believed to 
have made him despondent and caused 
him to swallow the poison.

McGavin Says It Might Be 
Proper to List Foreigners 
for Tariff. 








WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The numer- 
ous marriages of daughters of Ameri- 
can milllonaires to foreigners of title 
was the subject of a speech in the 
House today by Representative Mc- 
Gavin of Chicago. 

He began by declaring that, ‘‘as the 
Hiouse is in committee of the whole 
House, on the state of the- Union, it 
may not be amiss to inquire what this 
state is coming to, in view of these 
international unions which are of such 
frequent occurrence of late between 
American heiresses and alleged nobili- 
ties from abroad. 


Recalls Colonial Days. 

“In thinking of these numerous wed- 
dings, I have wondered what the early 
pioneers, who battled with the Indians, 
challenged the forest and braved the 
winter’s wind and snow, to establish 
a Government where manhood might be 
recognized for its true value, instead of 
for the accident of birth, would say if, 
from their graves, they could look 
back and see so many of the women 
of this country sacrificing their souls 
and honor upon the altar of snobbery 
and vice. 

“I don’t refer te any particular girl, 
nor have I prejudice against all of 
these titled men, for some of them are 
worthy te grace any home: some of 
them have added to the honcr of their 
names and to the glory of tueir coun- 
try. I have reference only to those 
who wear a monocle in their eye and 
an idiotic look upon their faces— 
those who have neither the disposi- 
tion to be good nor the ability to do 
harm. 

Bill tea Tax Dowrles, 


“A bill has been introduced in the 
House by one of my colleagues from 
Chicago to levy a tax upon all dow- 
eries and settlements made by these 
heiresses, or their parents, upon their 
titled husbands.

in Benares; scarfs of many delicate 
hues, woven in the Orient; and jackets 


end coats crusted with bullion. 

On the “Pike” at the Jamestown Ex- 
position, between hours of employment 
by the H. V. P. Bhungara Co., Sahi 
did mystifying Hindoo disappearing 
tricks, vanishing into thin air before the 
astonished eyes of the spectators. But 
now, an ignoble prisoner at police head- 
Quarters, his magic avails him nothing. 


: Prince Causes Arrest. 

To:Prince Ranji Smile, fourth brother 
to the Ameer of Beloochistan, now ma- 
Jor domo at the Hotel Jefferson, Salhi 
Owes his arrest. The two came together 
to St. Louis from Jamestown, and for 
a time Sahi was employed by the Prince. 
There were quarrels, and Sahi, a thor- 
oughly modernized Hindoo, brought suit 
in a Magistrate’s court for wages due. 

In retaliation the Prince went to Chief 
of Detectives Smith and told what he 
knew of Sahi'’s possessions—how he had 
three trunks of costly Eastern wares 
and stuffs. Sahi was arrested. He told 
Chief Smith of the quarrel between him 
and the Prince, and talked go fluently 
that he won over the Chief and was re- 
leased. 

A telegram from the Prince to the 
Bhungara company brought Joseph H. 
Orr, manager, to St. Louis. and on his 
statement Fahi was again taken into 
the toils. 

Confronted by Orr, Sahi’s face was 
inscrutable. “I have taken nothing,”’ 
he said. “Show me if I have taken any- 
thing.”’ 

Search of Sahi’s room at 1723 Wash- 
ington avenue revealed two pawn tick- 
ets, each for $28.

WHO PROFITS BY THESE DELAYS? 

In the matter of great public enterprises in St. 
Louis the disposition to dally appears to be well 
nigh incurable. 

It sometimes happens that cities lack authority 
to proceed with necessary public works and not 
infrequently there is difficulty in financing such 
enterprises. Occasionally there are legal compli- 
cations which »rove to be exceedingly trouble- 
scme. No such obstacles present themselves here. 

The veople voted almost unanimously nearly 
two years ago in favor of a free bridge and they 
provided for a bond issue with which to secure 
the money, but practically rothing has been done 
as yet in a practical way to further the project. 
Although they voted for a new insane asylum at 
the same time and provided the funds, no move 
toward construction has yet been made. Money 
for a public library has been in sight for seven 
years and taxes for maintenance have been ac- 
cumulating for some time, but there is no sign 
cf activity in that direction. 

When we contrast these conditions with the 
energy everywhere visible when private enterprise 
is invoked we cannot fail to wonder why so many 
people continue to look with such confidence upon 
the wide extension of public ownership and op- 
eration as the surest hope cf good government. 

A great sky scraper or manufacturing plant is 
In another 
month its site is cleared and excavation ig in 
progress. In a year it is ready for use. Federal 
buildings in various places are outgrown or out 
ot date before they are completed. Locally many 
cities are even more dilatory in construction. 

In the case of the insane asylum common hu- 
manity as well as ordinary business prudence has 
called for prompt action. The quarters now in 
service are a reproach to the city. They are di- 
lapidated, insanitary and shockingly crowded. 
Every consideration of decency and philanthropy 
Las urged prompt action. Delay has been attend- 
€da by scandal and suffering. 

The free bridge and the library were not dream3 
cf civic glories for the remote future. They were 
concrete expressions of the people’s desire for 
immediate possession and enjoyment. If they 
had been promptly and energetically pushed their 
construction would now be in progress and thou- 
sands of men at present without work would be 
profitably employed. 

It is not pleasant to question the motives of 
anybody, but in these cases, as in many others, 
there is reason to believe that procrastination is 
not altogether accidental. Powerful interests 
which sre not friendly to public enterprises or 
which may profit in one way or another by ob- 
structing them have a way of interfering with 
them which is usually most effective. It is al- 
ways plausible. 

Excuses in pienty are offered to explain why 
nothing has been done about a public library, or 
a free bridge or an insane asylum, but they will 
hardly bear examination. These alleged difficul- 
ties would not have presented themselves in the 
case of a private enterprise. No good reason can 
be given why they should prove effective in the 
case of great pubiic works. 

St. Louis officialism cannot be held guiltless 
of the conditons here complained of. Good men 
as well as bad men in public station are evident- 
ly too much @nder the influerce of elements which 
do not find it to their interest t- obey the popu- 
lar will. 

There is library money to take care of. There 
are the bridges of the Terminal Trust to protect. 
But who profits by the cruel suffering and death 
of the insane? 
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MISSOURI’S POSTMASTERS FOR TAFT. 

When the postmasters and other Federal office 
holders in a district start out unterrified by ex- 
ecutive orders from Washington to round up a 
district for a presidential aspirant they generally 
succeed. 

The First Missouri District, speaking through 
its office holders, has sent two delegates to Chi-

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FRANK R. O’NEIL. 

No one came in contact with the late Frank R. 
O'Neil without gaining a nobler conception of 
manhood. It was not his strong mind, nor his 
large heart, nor his keen sense of justice, nor his 
superb courage, nor his broad sympathies which 
most impressed those who came within the radius 
of his influence, but.the perfect blending of these 
qualities of manhood into a great character. 

Mr. O'Neil was a great newspaper man, as he 
would have been a great lawyer, or a great judge, 
or &@ great engineer, or a great statesman, if he 
had turned his shining gifts to any one of these 
callings, because he was a great man. His great- 
ness was the more clearly recognized and appreci- 
ated by those who knew the fineness of his spirit, 
because he was wholly lacking in selfish ambition 


of which might have 

known to the world. Bide the public 
station for the more obecure but not the less use- 
ful private post of duty. In his vocabulary the 
personal pronoun was “conspicuous for its ab- 
sence.” His ambition was to do the thing he had 
to do well, regardless of personal reward. The 
only trace of himself to be found in his work was 
its rare quality. In his thought, achievement was 
first, gain was last. 

If there was one characteristic of the man 
which shone more conspicuous than the rest it 
was his unswerving fidelity to his convictions of 
right. His standard was high. His ethical vis- 
ion was clear and true. He kept the inner light 
burning. It was a lamp guiding his own feet and 
a beacon to other wayfarers. The stream of truth 
welled up full and strong in his consciousness. 
His thought was limpid in its honesty and sim- 
plicity. In forming his judgments he eliminated 
from his mind personality, self-interest, prejudice, 
passion. He sought the impersonal view. He 
scanned all sides. He gave everyone a hearing. 
The weakest and humblest stood on equal ground 
with the strongest and proudest. In the battle 
for right he was a tower of strength. “He stood 
four square to every wind that blew.” 

But uncompromising in principle, rigid in up- 
rightness of judgment, implacable in his hatred of 
wrong, he was a fair fighter. He was more than 
just to.an opponent—he was generous. He con- 
ceded every point favorable to his adversary. He 
avoided wanton offense. In victory he was the 
scul of magnanimity. In his bitterest fights as a‘ 
journalist he won the friendship of his opponents. 
Many men whose methods and policies he fought 
His magnanimity to opponents 
was merely a phase of the finer part—the great- 
heartedness of the mar. He hated oppression; 
ke condemned wrong; he despised hypocrisy, but 
he was tender of the sinner and the repentant 
wrongdoer found his hand stretched forth to 
help. He was the burden bearer for others less 
strong and wise than himself. He was elder 
brother to the weak and the heavy laden. There 
bloomed from his delicate sense of honor, his fine 
sympathy, his exquisite sensibility the sweetest 
flower of chivalry—the unerring intuition of the 
right way to do the right thing—the needful 
thing—at the right time. The graces of the gen- 
tleman were rooted in his nature. He exemplified 
the Hebrew prophet’s requirements of righteous- 
ness: “To do justice, to love mercy and to walk 
humbly.” 

It need not be said that a man of this cali- 
ber and character had the highest ideals of his 
profession, nor that he sought earnestly to realize 
them in his daily labors. He exalted journalism. 
He magnified the reporter’s calling as the high- 
est function and the art of reporting as the foun- 
dation of journalism. He reasoned that the 
newspaper reports are the sources of the public’s 
information of events and of public questions, 
and, therefore, upon their accuracy and fullness 
depends the soundness of the public’s judg- 
He viewed the reporter as a _ public 
with weighty responsibility, sacred ob- 
ligation and wide opportunity. He himself was 
the beau ideal of the reporter, realizing fully his 
pessibilities of courageous and honest service to 
the newspaper and to the public. The prime qual- 
ity of his work was thoroughness. He was sat- 
isfiled with nothing less than a comprehensive 
mastery of his subject. He gathered all the 
available facts. Then followed conscientious ac- 
curacy of presentation in the simplest and most 
direct form capable of conveying not only the 
main points, but the sidelights, the minor sig- 
rificances and shades of meaning. The result 
was a lucidity and completeness of statement 
which gave the reader the whole truth so far 
as human means could accomplish that end. 


j His own work was a model and an inspiration to 


young men. Association with him in newspaper 
service was a liberal education in the art and 
ethics of journalism. 

The loss of such a man to his profession, to a 
great public institution like the Post-Dispatch, 
which he served with loyal devotion, and through 
it, to the community in which it is a potent 1n- 
fluence, is incalculable. His inspiring ideals, 
his useful activities, his beneficial influence in 
these fields, cannot be replaced. To his associ- 
ates, to all those who knew, esteemed, loved the 
man and enjoyed ‘‘the sweetness and light” of his 
presence, the inconsolable sense of personal loss 
is beyond the power of words to express.

Carefulness Is Tantalizing. 

Keogh was careful, so careful that he 
drove Hueston almost into a frenzy sev- 
eral times.
